Adrian  (Bud)  Hasse, 
alumnus  of  the  class  of  1939,  captain  of  the 
first  undefeated,  untied  Amherst  eleven  and 
recently  elected  to  the  All-American  small 
college  team,  will  speak  briefly.  The  princi- 
pal speaker  is  the  Reverend  Vivian  T. 
Pomeroy  of  the  First  Parish  Church,  Milton, 
Massachusetts.  Mr.  Pomeroy  has  appeared 
before  the  school  previously  at  Vesper  services 
and  at  Commencement  exercises. 

Mr.  Arthur  W.  Sager,  head  coach  of  foot- 
ball, will  award  letters  to  twenty-four  players 
and  one  manager,  and  Mr.  Howard  J.  Navins, 
head  coach  of  soccer,  will  present  letters  to 
fifteen  players  and  two  managers.

STUDENT    COUNCIL    RECREATED 
TO  ADVISE  ON  SCHOOL  AFFAIRS 


A  few  years  ago,  when  problems  arose  in 
which  an  insight  into  the  feelings  of  the 
students  was  wanted,  Mr.  Eames  called  into 
being  the  Student  Council.  This  board, 
composed  of  leading  boys  in  the  senior  class, 
served  as  a  discussion  group  for  matters  con- 
cerning the  student  body  as  a  whole.  When 
the  need  for  such  a  group  disappeared,  a  new 
council  was  not  chosen  the  following  year.

Christmas  Dinner  Speaker 

ANDOVER   HEAD    TALKS   TO    SCHOOL 
ABOUT    WAR    PROBLEMS 


Dr.  Claude  Moore  Fuess,  Headmaster  of 
Phillips  Academy  in  Andover  and  trustee  of 
Governor  Dummer,  spoke  to  the  school  at 
evening  meeting  on  Friday,  December  11.  He 
discussed  a  number  of  the  problems  confront- 
ing the  boys  who  are  facing  induction  into 
the  army. 

Dr.  Fuess  described  the  possible  methods 
of  procedure  for  boys  who  are  already  register- 
ed for  the  selective  service,  those  who  will 
register  soon,  and  those  who  will  become  eight- 
een during  the  year.  He  commented  on  the 
scheme  to  select  two  hundred  colleges  as 
training  places  for  inductees  whose  education 
the  government  may  continue.  He  told  a  num- 
ber of  stories  to  illustrate  how  important  the 
Army  and  Navy  consider  a  boy's  school 
record  both  in  conduct  and  in  scholarship. 

At  the  close  of  Dr.  Fuess'  talk,  the  floor 
was  thrown  open  to  questions  from  the  boys. 
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ACADEMY  SHOP  PROGRAM  TRAINS 
BOYS    IN   MACHINE   WORK 


The  Academy  shop,  located  on  the  edge 
of  Whipple  Field  on  the  outskirts  of  the 
campus,  is  today  one  of  the  really  important 
parts  of  the  school.  Started  several  years 
ago  at  the  request  of  the  students  who 
thought  that  a  rudimentary  knowledge  of 
the  running  of  lathes,  drills,  and  similar 
factory  machines  might  be  a  help  to  them 
in  later  life,  the  shop  has  in  this  present 
year  of  war  become  an  object  of  increasing 
importance.  The  boys  who  are  learning 
about  and  operating  the  lathes  and  drills 
are  making  machined  parts  which,  while  not 
employed  directly  on  the  fighting  fronts,  are 
in  constant  use  in  airplane  factories,  arsenals, 
and  munition  plants  throughont  the  country. 

Over  and  above  the  need  for  skilled 
workers  is  an  increasing  want  of  highly 
trained  inspectors  to  make  certain  that  each 
part  of  a  machined  product  is  up  to  par  in 
all  respects.  In  order  to  train  these  inspectors 
thoroughly,  actual  experience  must  be  given 
them;  therefore  a  set  of  inspection  parts  is 
used,  consisting  of  1040  separate  pieces  of 
assorted  shapes,  sizes,  and  lengths.  Naturally 
every  shop  of  any  size  at  all  is  engaged  in 
direct  war  production,  so  it  falls  to  the 
smaller  shops — those  of  hobbyists  and  those 
of  schools — to  manufacture  these  inspection 
parts. 

The  Academy  shop,  in  collaboration  with 
many  other  shops  at  nearby  schools,  is 
turning  out  certain  parts  and  contributing 
them  to  the  general  collection  from  which 
the  inspection  sets  are  made  up.  At  the 
present  time  four  boys  are  engaged  in  turning 
out  the  two  types  of  parts  which  the  Academy 
shop  contributes.  Jim  Eaton  and  Dick 
Korner  are  planing  inspection  parts  A-4,  while 
Dick  Haas  and  John  Lawson  are  turning  parts 
A-8.  These  parts,  numbered  both  alphabet- 
ically and  numerically  because  of  the  great 
number  of  them  in  each  set,  are  used  for 
measurements  and  consequently  must  be 
accurate. 

Not  the  whole  of  the  shop  is  devoted  to 
war  work.  Repairs  for  shop  machines  which 
have  been  worn  or  damaged  are  handled. 
Peter  Carpenter,  Dave  Barnard,  and  Howie 
Halbert  have  been  engaged  in  turning  a 
repair  shaft  for  the  shop's  thickness  wood 
planer  on  the  large  eighteen  inch  lathe. 
This  shaft  will  replace  one  which  has  become 


worn  through  use.  Joe  Bisbee,  Ben  Mann, 
and  Ted  Parker  are  milling  parts  for  a  tool- 
maker's  vise  which  will  be  attached  and  used 
on  the  small  drill  at  the  shop,  while  Bill 
Pearson  is  drilling  parts  on  the  vertical 
Buffalo  drill. 

The  inside  of  the  shop  itself  presents  a 
view  which  is  like  that  of  a  small  factory. 
The  room  is  long  and  wide,  and  the  various 
milling,  planing,  drill,  and  lathe  machines 
are  arranged  in  rows  stretching  the  entire 
length  of  the  room.  Overhead,  in  the  rafters, 
belts  go  busily  on  their  endless  journey  over 
guide  wheels;  and  each  machine  is  powered 
by   connection  to  these   belts. 

Lining  each  side  of  the  room  are  benches 
in  which  are  kept  all  the  tools,  stamps,  dies, 
and  blueprints  which  will  be  needed  in  the 
course  of  the  year's  work.  One  corner  of  the 
room  has  been  divided  off  with  wire.  This 
contains  the  source  of  the  shop's  motive 
power,  an  ordinary  automobile  engine  taken 
from  an  old  Ford.  The  arrangement  works 
well,  but  because  the  gasoline  must  be  stored 
outside  the  building,  Mr.  Nelson,  the  shop 
director,  has  been  hoping  to  get  a  fifteen 
horsepower  electric  motor  to  provide  power 
for  the  shop  machines. 

The  boys  spend  only  the  time  necessary 
to  learn  thoroughly  the  rudiments  and  acquire 
a  little  of  the  skill  and  art  of  operation  of  a 
certain  machine  before  they  go  on  to  the 
next.  In  this  way  it  is  hoped  that  by  the 
end  of  the  school  year  all  boys  will  have  had 
a  chance  to  learn  about  and  operate  each 
machine.  As  for  as  possible  the  boys  do 
their  work  from  blueprints.  Constant  use  of 
these  diagrams  will  in  time  enable  them  to 
visualize  quickly  the  shape  of  an  object  from 
a  flat  plane,  a  valuable  asset  if  their  work 
in  life  has  anything  to  do  with  shops  or 
factories.

He  stressed  the  fact  that 
reading  is  a  cooperation  between  the  eyes 
and  the  brain,  and  that  synchronization  of 
the  two  will  make  a  more  proficient  reader. 

He  said  that  a  pupil  constantly  trying  to 
improve  his  reading  ability  might  surpass  a 
boy  who  had  better  coordination  of  eves  and 
brain  in  the  beginning.

Mr.  Hitchen  quoted  a  line  from  Robert 
Frost,  "You  must  look  at  a  thing  until  sight 
becomes  insight,"  and  called  it  a  sentence 
which  opens  a  door  and  makes  wider  the 
vista  ahead.  He  said  such  a  thought  re- 
veals the  hidden  meanings  of  life,  and  he 
gave  examples  in  the  fields  of  history,  music, 
and  sculpture. 

Mr.  Cartmell  used  a  Greek  myth  to  illu- 
strate the  point  that  a  man  out  of  touch 
with  things  on  earth  is  out  of  gear  with 
society  and  out  of  contact  with  God.  He 
described  the  exaggerated  individualist  as 
out  of  gear  or  'up  in  the  air.'  God,  he  said, 
is  the  bedrock  of  existence,  and  the  church 
keeps  our  feet  on  the  ground. 

Mr.  Mark  centered  his  talk  around  the 
theme,  'what's  right  with  the  world.'  He  said 
there  is  now  an  overemphasis  of  the  effort  to 
find  what's  wrong,  a  hypercritical  attitude 
which  leads  to  gossip,  suspicion,  and  destruc- 
tive criticism.  He  commented  that  despair 
untunes  the  active  powers  of  the  individual 
and  that  we  need  more  optimism  in  our 
souls. 

Mrs.  Stone  played  three  piano  solos.  Schu- 
mann's Romance,  Ravel's  Pavanne,  and  Chop- 
in's Fantasie  Impromptu. 

Mr.  Cary  described  the  writer  of  the  Book 
of  Eccleciastes  as  a  realist  with  his  feet  on 
the  ground,  a  man  who  believed  there  is  a 
time  for  everything.  He  urged  as  a  motto 
the  verse,  'Whatsoever  thy  hand  findeth  to 
do,  do  it  with  all  thy  might." 

Dr.  Ogilby  raised  a  question  which  he 
called  simple  but  important:  can  the  younger 
generation  escape  the  mistake  of  their  elders, 


who  have  allowed  a  gap  to  come  between  re- 
ligious profession  and  weekday  practice.  He 
said  that  a  great  moral  breakdown  was  re- 
sponsible for  present  conditions,  that  Christian 
people  had  not  lived  up  to  their  pacts,  that 
practice  did  not  meet  professions. 

Mr.  Eames  read  his  Christmas  letter  to  the 
alumni  in  the  armed  forces,  listed  the  names 
of  five  former  students  who  have  died  in  the 
war,  and  gave  a  prayer  for  all  those  in  the 
services.  The  school  sang  a  number  of  Christ- 
mas carols. 


COLONEL  STEWART-RODDIE  THRILLS 
SCHOOL  WITH  TALK  OX  GERMANY 


Colonel  W.  Stewart-Roddie,  former  member 
of  the  Allied  Disarmament  Staff  in  Berlin, 
held  the  school  spellbound  when  he  spoke  at 
the  November  13  meeting.  He  explained  the 
process  by  which,  after  World  War  I,  Ger- 
many was  stripped  of  all  her  war  materials. 
He  also  gave  a  very  vivid  description  of  the 
rise  of  Hitler  and  the  youth  movement  in 
Germany. 

The  talk  was  highlighted  by  the  three 
songs  which  Colonel  Stewart-Roddie  sang  to 
his  own  accompaniments.  He  interpreted 
the  contrasting  moods  of  the  German  and 
Italian  national  anthems,  and  he  gave  a  piece 
of  his  own  composition,  "London  Isn't  Falling 
Down."

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CHRISTMAS  LETTER  TO  ALUMNI  IN  THE  SERVICES 

The  school  now  has  record  of  more  than  two  hundred  graduates  of  the  Academy  serving  in  the 
armed  forces,  and  the  list  lengthens  almost  every  day.  Mr.  Eames  has  written  to  these  old 
boys  a   Christmas   letter  which    the   ARCHON  is  glad  to  reproduce  below. 


December,    1942 
To    All    Governor    Dummer   Boys   in    the 
Armed  Forces: 

Every  year  since  Mrs.  Eames  and  I  have 
been  at  the  school  we  have  sent  out  New 
Year's  greeting  cards  to  our  old  boys.  Again 
this  year  our  thoughts  turn  to  the  old  boys, 
and  especially  to  those  who  are  serving  their 
country  in  the  armed  forces. 

For  more  than  a  year  now  letters  have  been 
coming  in  to  my  desk  from  training  fields  and 
service  camps  scattered  all  over  the  United 
States  and  from  fighting  fronts  in  every 
quarter  of  the  globe.  These  letters  come 
from  boys  who  have  been  here  at  the  school 
during  the  last  twelve  years,  and  they  mean 
a  lot  to  me.  I  have  had  letters  from  Governor 
Dummer  graduates  in  Ireland,  in  Iceland,  in 
England,  in  Africa,  in  Hawaii,  in  Australia, 
and  one,  dated  Augest  29,  from  Guadalcanal. 
Dick  Schanzle,  Class  of  '37,  who  wrote  this 
last  letter,  is  a  second  lieutenant  in  the 
Marines,  commanding  an  anti-tank  platoon. 
During  the  early  weeks  of  the  campaign  Dick 
subsisted  almost  entirely  on  weevil-filled  oats 
and  scalded  rice,  "which  we  seized  from  the 
enemy."    Here  is  part  of  his  letter: 

"Oddly  enough,  here  on  Guadalcanal,  my 
thoughts  turn  more  frequently  to  my  days 
at  Gov.  Dummer  than  to  my  much  more 
recent  experiences  at  Wesleyan.  It  is  a 
constant  joy  for  me  to  think  back  to  the 
friends  and  associations  made  at  South 
Byfield. 

"Before  going  overseas  I  managed  to  see 
a  few  of  my  class.  Naturally  I  see  a  good 
deal  of  Ed  Hastings  and  his  wife  Pat.  I've 
also  seen  Dick  Curtis  and  Charlie  Fellows; 
both  as  you  know  are  now  happily  married. 
At  present  writing  I  remain  unmarried 
with  slight  prospect  of  changing  that  con- 
dition unless  my  ideas  of  what  color  I  wish 
my  wife  to  be  undergo  a  radical  change. 

"As  soon  as  the  war  is  terminated  I  am 
looking  forward  to  a  long  delayed  visit  to 
Gov.  Dummer.  Please  give  my  warmest 
greetings  to  the  Sager's  and  the  Stone's,  also 
Mr.  Mitchell  and  Mr.  Murphy.  You  can 
rest  assured  that  a  note  from  you  would  be 
greatly  appreciated." 


A  great  many  of  the  letters  I  have  received 
from  the  men  in  service  strike  the  same  note. 
These  men  are  thinking  back  to  the  days 
when  they  were  boys  in  school,  and  more 
than  one  old  boy  has  written  me  from  a 
training  camp  half  way  across  the  continent 
that  he  was  beginning  to  realize  how  much  the 
school  and  all  the  things  it  stood  for  meant 
to  him. 

Many  of  our  fighting  men  are  lonely;  they 
are  eager  for  news  from  home;  they  want  to 
hear  all  about  their  friends;  and  they  want 
to  hear  from  their  old  friends.  And  so  this 
year  I  am  not  going  to  send  our  alumni  the 
usual  New  Year's  greeting  card.  Instead,  I 
have  made  a  New  Year's  resolution.  I  have 
resolved  to  write  a  letter  once  each  month 
"for  the  duration"  to  Governor  Dummer  boys 
in  service.    This  is  the  first  letter. 

I  am  enclosing  a  list  of  graduates  since 
1930  who  are  in  the  service,  together  with 
their  addresses.  I  hope  that  this  list,  in- 
accurate as  it  may  be,  will  help  alumni  to 
establish  and  maintain  contact  with  each 
other  even  in  distant  places.  From  month 
to  month  I  intend  to  include  in  my  letters  lists 
of  additional  names  and  better  addresses. 
(The  nearer  Tokio  or  Berlin,  the  better  the 
address ! )  There  are  two  things  you  can  do 
to  help:  first,  keep  the  school  informed 
promptly  of  changes  in  your  address;  second, 
write  to  me  as  often  as  vou  can,  even  when 
you  must  write  briefly.  All  of  us  here  at  school 
will  be  eager  to  hear  from  you,  and  so  will 
your  old  friends  and  classmates.  I  expert 
that  many  of  my  future  letters  will  be  made 
up  largely  of  extracts  from  letters  I  have 
received  from  you. 

I  imagine  this  letter  may  reach  many  of 
you  before  Christmas  Day.  1  hope  that  it 
will,  because  I  want  each  one  of  you,  near 
or  far,  to  know  that  you  are  very  much  in  my 
thoughts,  and  in  the  thoughts  of  all  the  men 
and  bovs  here  at  school.  We  think  of  you 
as  full  of  youth  and  strength  and  courage,  and 
we  are  proud.  Here  in  this  old  New  England 
school,  you  have  our  fine  thoughts  and 
blessings,  and  our  prayers,  on  Christmas  Day.

The  feature  article  of  this  issue  is  a  letter 
from  Mr.  Eames  "To  All  Governor  Dummer 
Boys  in  the  Armed  Forces."  Included  in  that 
letter  are  a  few  lines  which  quote  former 
students  as  saying  how  much  they  realize 
what  the  school  and  the  things  it  stands  for 
mean  to  them  now. 

Just  what  does  this  school  stand  for?  It 
stands  for  everything  that  is  right,  everything 
that  is  American.  It  stands  for  sound  minds 
in  sound  bodies — minds  that  can  make  their 
own  quick  decisions  in  business  or  in  warfare, 
bodies  that  can  stand  the  strain  of  long  hours 
in  office  or  in  combat. 

Most  private  schools  are  full  of  young  men 
who  think  they  are  grown-up,  but  who  are 
not.  What  the  school  does  to  help  these  boys 
straighten  out  and  make  real  young  men 
out  of  themselves  is  what  really  counts. 

Governor  Dummer  has  done  a  commend- 
able job  in  this  respect.  The  fact  is  ex- 
emplified especially  in  the  way  that  former 
students  are  acting  their  roles  on  a  stage 
that  was  set  by  Hirohito,  Adolf,  and  Benito. 
They  know  that  they  have  no  understudies 
and  that  it  is  their  duty  to  lay  their  audience 
in  the  aisles  and  to  lay  them  there  for  good. 

This  school  has  manv  graduates  like  Dick 
Schanzle,    whom    Mr.    Eames   quotes    in   his 


letter.  These  former  boys,  who  are  real  men 
now,  are  giving  their  very  lives  that  new  men 
may  be  moulded  here  at  the  Academy  so 
that,  when  the  time  comes,  they  too  may 
meet  the  tasks  that  will  confront  them. 

These  heroes  are  scattered  to  the  four 
corners  of  the  earth.  Their  joys  are  few  and 
far  between,  usually  as  far  between  as  each 
mail.  Lets  make  each  mail  one  that  will 
bring  them  news  from  home  and  school,  news 
of  old  friends.  Mr.  Eames  has  made  a 
resolution  to  this  effect,  so  why  don't  we 
follow  suit?  Is  it  not  the  least  we  can  do? 
Write  today  to  an  alumnus  in  the  service,  and 
let  him  know  we  at  Governor  Dummer  think 
of  him  and  realize  what  he  is  doing  for  us.

Now  during  wartime,  the  Student  Council 
has  been  recreated  through  an  election  among 
the  boys  themselves.  In  choosing  the  mem- 
bers, the  school  was  asked  to  pick  boys  who 
had  proven  themselves  as  leaders  and  whose 
characters  were  of  a  high  standard. 

The  new  council  meets  every  Sunday 
night  after  Vespers  in  the  Mansion  House 
kitchen,  and  over  crackers  and  milk  or  home- 
made milkshakes  it  discusses  tj^e  things 
which  seem  to  be  troubling  the  school.  Mr. 
Eames  uses  the  group  as  a  sounding  board 
for  ODinions.  The  Council  has  no  designated 
power  other  than  to  discuss,  and  it  does 
not  vote  on  propositions. 

The  members  of  the  Student  Council  are 
Ed  Breckenridge,  Ben  Brewster,  Alex  Dal- 
glish.  Art  Fiorini.  Charles  Goodhue.  Dick 
Hamilton,  Hank  Kelly,  Hal  Leinbach,  Bob 
Sewell.  Dick  Williamson,  and  the  two  dav 
boy  representatives,  Cy  Savage  and  Paul 
Titus.  Mr.  Eames  knows  that  he  mav  depend 
on  these  bovs  to  see  things  in  a  clear  and 
intelligent  light  and  he  knows  that  their 
opinions  may  be  regarded  as  reflections  of 
the  views  of  the  school  as  a  whole. 

The  Council  has  been  responsible  for 
changes  in  the  school  dining  room  system 
and  for  the  decision  to  continue  the  publi- 
cation of  The  Milestone  this  year.  It  brings 
to  the  school  a  feeling  of  representative 
government,  in  which  the  boys  themselves 
choose  their  representatives  to  voice  their 
opinions  in  a  way  that  will  have  some  in- 
fluence. '  •      L.  S.

On  Sunday  afternoon,  November  1,  Mr. 
Frank  Tonis,  principal  of  the  William  Carter 
School  in  Needham,  gave  an  informal  talk 
on  model  airplanes.  He  discussed  the  theory 
of  models  and  described  the  methods  of 
building  them.  He  brought  with  him  several 
models  which  he  had  made  himself,  and  he 
illustrated  points  in  his  talk  by  flying  them. 
One  of  his  planes  was  made  out  of  extremely 
thin  celophane  and  weighed  less  than  an 
ounce.  Another  flew  so  effectively  that  it 
struck  the  ceiling  before  it  descended. 

The  importance  of  model  airplanes,  he 
said,  lies  in  the  fact  that  they  teach  quite 
a  bit  about  the  real  planes  which  are  so 
vital  today.  After  the  talk,  Mr.  Tonis 
answered  many  questions  and  let  the  boys 
examine  his  models.  J.  T.  S. 


Last  year  an  event  which  caused  much 
comment  was  Mr.  Harris'  demonstration  of 
milking  a  rattlesnake.  This  year  he  sent 
for  several  other  types  of  snakes  from  Florida 
in  order  to  have  a  larger  range  of  animals 
to  show  his  classes.  Mr.  Harris  gave  another 
show  in  the  gym  on  November  15. 

He  exhibited  specimens  which  included  a 
pine  snake,  a  whip  snake,  a  false  coral,  a  blue 
racer,  and  a  cotton-mouth  moccasin.  The 
highlight  of  the  show  was  the  milking  of  the 
poison  from  the  cotton-mouth  moccasin. 

Mr.  Harris  closed  his  talk  with  a  few 
comments  on  poisonous  snakes  and  the  treat- 
ment of  their  bites.  He  said  there  were  only 
four  types  of  poisonous  snakes  in  North 
America:  rattlesnake,  coral  snake,  cotton- 
mouth  moccasin,  and  copperhead.        G.  H.

GAME  TO  DEERFIELD,   26-0 


Governor  Dummer  went  down  to  defeat  at 
the  hands  of  Deerfield  Academy's  football 
team  in  the  final  game  of  the  season.  The 
traditional  encounter  took  place  at  Deerfield 
on  November  20,  and  it  marked  the  last  ap- 
pearances of  seven  of  the  Governors'  starting 
lineup.

The  Interscholastic  Hockey  Conference, 
held  under  the  auspices  of  the  skating  club  of 
Boston,  is  to  be  repeated  this  year  from  De- 
cember thirty-first  through  January  second. 
Because  of  the  war,  the  program  will  be 
somewhat  simplified  this  year;  but  the  essen- 
tial features  which  made  the  first  conference 
such  a  success  will  be  retained. 

Through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Arthur 
Ross,  whose  sons  Art  and  John  both  played 
in  years  past,  the  Boston  Bruins  will  begin  the 
proceedings  with  a  special  demonstration 
practice.  Last  year  the  visit  of  the  Bruins 
proved  to  be  one  of  the  more  attractive  and 
impressive  features.  On  another  occasion, 
it  is  expected  that  a  group  of  college  coaches 
will  discuss  and  demonstrate  the  various 
techniques  of  the  game.  At  the  close  of  this 
symposium  the  coaches  will  work  with  the 
individual  boys. 

In  addition  to  the  talks  and  demonstrations 
and  to  the  practice  hours  which  each  team 
will  have  on  the  ice,  a  series  of  games  will  be 
played.  This  Interscholastic  Conference  is  in 
no  sense  a  tournament  in  which  certain  teams 
are  eliminated  and  in  which  one  team  emerges 
as  the  champion.  The  emphasis  is  distinctly 
on  instruction  and  practice;  nevertheless  the 
games  provide  a  great  deal  of  fun  for  the 
players  and  an  opportunity  to  test  the  theories 
of  play  learned  during  the  instruction  sessions. 
Each  team  plays  three  games,  each  with  a 
different  opponent,  during  the  conference. 

One  of  the  very  pleasant  aspects  of  this 
meeting  is  the  fact  that  boys  from  different 
schools  come  to  know  each  other  rather  well. 
Teams  which  have  played  each  other  one  day 
will  support  each  other  vociferously  the  next 
day  against  different  opponents.  This  friendly 
spirit  carries  over  to  the  games  which  are 
played,  often  with  the  same  schools,  during 
the  regular  season. 

This  year  Andover,  Exeter,  Choate,  Milton, 
St.  Mark's,  Noble  and  Greenough,  Pomfret, 
and  Governor  Dummer  will  be  represented.
